■WHEN IS A MAN TOO OLD? 

BcfDte'World war 11 many men over 40 had 
a hard time finding woiiC: It was the fashion 
among a lot of employers to rate such old- 
Blers" n--> no longer iisctul. But the war flhow- 
cd the lolly of that attitude, for thousands 
or men well Inio tlierr nlxtles performed ably 
in vita] wartime' Jobs. 

Since then manaRemenl has taken a more 
sensible and renllstlc view of the older work- 
er's economic value. Businessmen recognize, 
too, that men In the upper age brackets are 
iteadlly bulking larger In the population. 
Pension burdens will be heavy enough with- 
out the unnecessary added load ol men who 
nro perfectly capable of giving good acrvico 
ror years. 

All this Is good. The premature retirement 
of men able to work uscIuUy for a long time 
to come Is economically wasteful, More than 
that Ifs often ruinous to the Individual old- 
ster who feels himself fit to take an active 
part. 80 it's a good sign that elderly workers 
are being given a real place. " 

Yet, conversely. In aomo lines oldst<rs may 
well be gaining Job opportunities that they 
ought not to have. In a machine civiliza- 
tion, there are, Inevitably, tasks which call 
for flpcedy physical reactions which only 
younger men can show. 

The recent rflll crash that led to death for 
33 aboard a troop train provides an ejtamplc. 
Testimony since the accident has established 
that the engineer of the fast Pennsylvania 
railroad passenger ualn which struck the 
troop train was to biamc. He Ignored a red 
warning signal. When he did decide to stop, 
ho waited too long before applying his emer- 
gency brakes. 

The engineer Involved Is 68 years old. Many 
might vtsh to Insist his age had nothing 
to do with tho accident; that he simply made 
• mistake anyone could have made. True, 
maybe. 6U11, the last time a ahnllar raU wreck 
ocCTirred— on the Burlington lino— the man 
nqxmtlblt wu also a B3-year-o1d engineer. 

How do men of such age get Jobs nmnlng 
the nation's fastest' trains? Dnlon seniority 
rules are the answer. They allow the veteran 
railroader to take his pick of the best Jobs 
aTatlable. Operating a star train is In the 
nature of a reward for long and faithful 
service. 

In the light of this tragic wreck on the 
Pennsylvania, rail management and unions 
might find It wise to modify seniority rules 
■ to keep BO-mlle-an-hour llmlteds in the 
hands of younger men with faster reaction 
times. 

The basic worth of the seniority system 
' will riot be damaged by making a few care- 
fully spotted exceptions. And some lives may 
be saved. 



WELDING U. N. FORCES 
It's good news that Filipino troops have 
arrived In Korea and will move Into the 
United Nations battle line. The contingent 
Is undoubtedly small, but It's a firm sign of 
an InlenUon to help make the Korean war a 
real U. N. operation. Presence of the Filipinos 
win also be living refutation ol the commu- 
nist propaganda claim that this Is a war of 
white, colonial Imperialism against the Asiatic 
races. 

Although British troops are now fighting 
beside our OI's, a lot of Americans have been 
critical of the British, the French and other 
free peoples for not dashing to our assistance 
more quickly. This Is perhaps a natural re- 
action. But It overlooks the fact, of course, 
that the French have 140,000 troops fighting 
communists In Indo-Chma, the British 50,000 
doing the same In Malaya and another force 
garrisoning threatened Hong Kong. 

Moreover, when the U. N. appeal for aid to 
U. S. forces went out, pledges of about 30,000 
troops were made from countries all over the 
world. While these commitments are 
great. In the caie of many smali nations they 
represent real sacrifice. 

While we might well wish for heavier as- 
sistance, reality jihould compel us to admit 
that no free nation has big fighting forces 
available. To . make them available at this 
time would mean either weakening other 
..fronts or fahlng back upon U. S. financing. 

All these offers have had to be carefully 
screened and appraised by our own military 
leaders. For technical military reasons, some 
may be__ turned down, AH this Is nn inescap- 
able pari of the complex Job of trying to weld 
a useful-, fighting force from the scattered 
units of numerous countries.
